Conscience Our Guide 


“Conscience,” Pope Pius XII tell us, like the most in- 
timate and secret nucleus man. There takes refuge with 
his spiritual faculties absolute solitude; alone with him- 
self, or, better still, alone with God and himself. There 
decides for good for evil; there chooses the road 
victory and the road defeat. Even wanted to, man 
would never succeed getting rid his conscience. the 
company his conscience, whether approves condemns, 
will travel the entire road life, and again its company, 
with truthful and incorruptible witness, will present 
himself before the judgment seat God.” (Radio message 
Italian Catholic Action, March 23, 1952.) 

“Conscience,” St. Thomas teaches us, “is the application 
knowledge act. the moral judgment the indi- 
vidual applied his own conduct, distinction from the per- 
ception right and wrong the conduct others the 
abstract. manifests itself the feeling duty obliga- 
tion, being the moral imperative ought,’ or, ought not.’ 
Hence the phrase, ‘the voice conscience.’ 

order understand how conscience can the object 
Christian education, must back certain fundamental 
concepts Catholic doctrine. would quote here again from 
the words our Holy Father: “Our Divine Saviour,” 
says, “brought ignorant and weak man His truth and His 
grace: truth, point out him the read leading his goal; 
grace, give him strength reach that 

Hence, practice, traveling along that road means ac- 
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cepting the will Christ, His commandments, and conform- 
ing them one’s life, i.e., those individual actions, both 
internal and external, which human free will chooses and 
determines. 

Now, conscience the spiritual faculty which particular 
cases points out the will itself, order that may choose 
and determine them, the actions which are conformity with 
the divine will. Conscience faithful echo, clear reflec- 
tion the divine norm human actions. 


Conscience Must Informed 


Hence the ultimate and personal deciding norm for moral 
action taken from the word and will Christ. Christ 
the Way, the Truth, the Life, for each individual, for the 
child, the youth, and the mature man. The formation the 
Christian conscience consists, before all else, “in enlightening 
the mind regarding the will Christ, His law, and His way; 
and also acting their inner self, far this can 
done from the outside, order bring the free and 
constant carrying out the divine will” (Pope Pius XII, 
ibid.). here that find the most exalted duty and chal- 
lenge Christian and Catholic education. 

Now, Christian and Catholic education based the 
premise that right principles and right values come both 
from reason and from faith, and that the knowledge 
and the use these principles that tend the attain- 
ment Truth, Good, and Beauty. 


Absolute Standards 


our conviction that these principles and these values 
are not something vague, fleeting, changing, inde- 
termined. Conscience not law unto itself; “it can and 
must formed” (Pius XII, ibid.). Its voice indeed must 
but the voice itself must conformed Christ, 
who called Himself the Way, the Truth, and the Life. The 
finished man character has appeared history: Christ, 
the living criterion which human conduct and its worth 
estimated, and which manhood tested. 

Hence, important truths need here emphasized: 
First, there are absolute standards right and wrong. Right 
and wrong are not determined vote, ex- 
pediency, pleasure, but the Law God: Thou 
shalt! or, Thou shalt not! Christ uncompromisingly taught 
the divine eternal sanction the moral order the doctrine 
hell. Therefore, not accept the theory that child 
should left determine for himself; must learn, from 
the cradle onwards, that not law unto himself; 
must learn that there are things which are forbidden because 
they are wrong, i.e., intrinsically wrong, such blasphemy; 
and that there are things which are wrong because they are 
forbidden, because God has willed share His authority 
with men. 


Law Revealed 


Hence, the second important truth, which emphasizes the 
role the Church: God shares His authority with His 
Church unique way. The knowledge God’s law in- 
deed written the hearts men, but also revealed 
God; both these sources the law have been placed 
Jesus Christ Himself moral treasure for the human 
race the hands the Church, order that she may preach 
them all creatures, illustrate them, and transmit them in- 
tact, safeguarding and applying them from one generation 
the next. 
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This, then, the astounding claim which you, grad- 
uates Catholic college, should stand prepared make 
bewildered, apprehensive, and heart-weary world. the 
bidding St. Peter, you stand ready “satisfy everyone 
who asks you for reason that hope which you,” 
that confidence which you possess you step out take 
your place the atomic age: Christ the whole way God, 
and happiness; Christ the whole truth about life this 
world and the Christ the only true life, which 
His will give us, and give more abundantly. 

His standards are unchanging and eternal; His sacraments 
contain the graces necessary lead men heaven; His 
Mass the perpetual daily renewal the greatest event 
history, which He, the God-Man, offered His life 
redemption and ransom; His Church built 
against which the gates hell shall never prevail. 


Christ Model and Master 


Christ stands before you both Model and Masier; 
and Master, not because Model, but Model 
because Master. His authority definite and final; not 
merely that splendid pattern, which can take leave 
choose, but that Master, which cannot shake off. 
the only Lord, because God. 

emphasizing these truths, wish point out further, 
the words Pius XII, that the Christian result 
his Christian education must prepared “to face and 
overcome the difficulties and correspond the demands 
the times which his lot (October 15, 1948, 
Radio Address Inter-American Congress Catholic Edu- 
cation, Paz, Bolivia). other words, the “work educa- 
tion, since must carried specific environment 
and for specific background, must constantly adapt itself 
the circumstances this background, and this environ- 
ment wherein this perfection has obtained and for which 
destined” (ibid.).

But belongs her not 
merely judge the moral value man’s work; hers 
assist him the realization the ideal she holds before 
him” (Cuthbert). 


Sublime Truths Mastered 

Certainly, dear graduates, your Catholic education 
taught you principles, not merely the natural sciences, 
which your Catholic education means neglects, but 
that true wisdom which the knowledge God, and 
all creation relation God. You have learned principles 
that are true, that are certain, and values that are eternal, 
leading the attainment the True, the Good, and the 
Beautiful. You have learned your supreme worth indi- 
vidual, with natural and inalienable rights coming from your 
Creator, and with endowed grace making you 
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child God and heir heaven. You have learned that you 
are also one with Christ, all His brethren, that you not 
live for yourself alone, and that your lives will influence those 
others for good for ill. 

You have learned that there enduring moral law based 
God’s eternal law; that morality not merely social con- 
vention, majority vote, the sanction civil law. You 
have learned that your aspirations know the Truth, 
apprehend the Good, and seize the Beautiful are legiti- 
mate and harmony with your nature. But you have also 
that the complete fulfillment all these aspirations 
can found only Him whom St. Augustine calls the 
ever ancient and ever new.” 


Talents Prepared for Use 


Hence, your Catholic education has endeavored bring 
‘orth you all the latent possibilities your talents 
women character, and develop you per- 
sonality, the modern dynamic use that word: indi- 
vidual, like Christ, who will capable attracting people 
the knowledge the truth, the love the good, and 
the appreciation the beautiful. 

But your Catholic education has also striven constantly 
more than that. has endeavored give you those 
principles which are rooted the more fundamental meaning 
the word “personality”: “the great appropriation being, 
which underlies responsibility.” has striven achieve 
you that happy blending dependence and independence, 
which will make you truly women character, responsible 
individuals.

And thus from the Blessed Mother God, from Mary and 
Martha and Magdalen, and Priscilla and Tabitha, and Thecla 
St. Paul’s writings, Helen the mother Constantine, 
Marcella and Paula and Pulcheria, Scholastica and Mon- 
ica, Brunhild and Theodolinda, Bridget, Lioba, Theo- 
dosia, Matilda, and Catherine Siena, Gertrude, and 
Blanche Castille, mother St. Louis Jeanne d’Arc, 
Teresa Avila, Therese Lisieux and her sainted 
mother, the list could and on, all valiant women 
virgins, martyrs, mothers families without number, career 
women, all who under God, together with pope and bishop, 
and priest, with confessor and doctor and theologian, have 
contributed mightily the growth the mustard seedling, 
and have handed down from generation generation the 
great treasure the faith. 


The Certain Conscience 


More than anything else there need today for con- 
science formed the bedrock certainty the principles 
this faith, for vision follow with certainty, which tran- 
scends the purely technical and material, and which always 
gives first place the spiritual and moral values; both the 
natural, and, above all, the supernatural order. What will 
delight after death, terrify us, will probably the 
shock realities: that say, the vivid grasp the 
stark beauty virtue, the eternal value truth, the awful- 
ness evil, the utter need love God. This not say 
that material things are unreal, that material progress 
un-Christian. Rather, even the strictly natural level, this 
the vision which enables rise complete and 
harmonious view the scientific wonders our age all 
their wholeness, and their relation God. Not, therefore, 
our Holy Father pointed out his Easter address this 
year the Pontifical Academy Sciences, among those 
who are merely content admire the extraordinary results 
obtained the technical realms; nor either among those who 
are enamored merely the methods and efforts required 
scientific research. Rather our vision faith must that 
which will enable “teach others behold, under- 
stand, and love the created world that the admiration 
splendors sublime may cause the knee bend and invite 
the minds men adoration” (Pius XII). 


Beware Falsely Taught Science 


paraphrase the timely warning the Holy Father: 
“Woe them who make use falsely taught science 
make men leave the right path! They are likened stones 
placed out malice the road the human race. They 
are obstacles which men stumble their search truth. 
But you have your hands powerful instrument with

Intergroup Education and 
Catholic Schools 


Intergroup education taken here 
mean the preparation young people 
the principles, the motives, the atti- 
tudes and the techniques necessary for 
promoting social justice’ among differ- 
ent groups the community and for 
collaborating restoring all organiza- 
tions and institutions society 
Christ. 

has been noted that the techni- 
cians, experts group dynamics, often 
fight shy principles, perhaps from 
bias against what seems fixed and static 
instead fluid and dynamic, but more 
probably because, lacking thought-out 
philosophy their own, they postulate 
the popular philosophy the day, prag- 
matism. And though pragmatism disa- 
vows principles such neverthe- 
less party the affirmations that 
expediency sanctioned the group can 
settle most social conflicts, that right and 
wrong are judged the standard 
“the greatest good for the greatest 
number,” and that different standards 
should applied different types

conflicts and differing circumstances. 
This the social philosophy that has 
been labeled “Groupthink.” oc- 
cupational hazard for the technicians, 
but they can rescued from 
people who have sound philosophy, 
the same time they have right atti- 
tudes toward group action and are 
practiced its techniques. 

Another obstacle effective inter- 
group education the fact that people 
who have and who hold sound social 
principles are frequently short sound 
attitudes and techniques. They even 
have tendency reject well estab- 
lished techniques and procedures the 
score that these carry with them over- 
tones naturalistic and secularistic 
philosophy, worse. Consequently they 
rest satisfied with proclaiming Christian 
social principles without using means 
and measures embody them the 
actual social milieu. 


Principles and Techniques Needed 
From neither these points view 
can the schools project program 


intergroup education. Principles, mo- 
tives, attitudes, and techniques hand 
hand; each has its significant role 
play. The essential principles are not 
far find. They are contained our 
democratic documents and traditions, 
wit: (1) The dignity and worth 
every individual are founded his di- 
vine origin, his essential nature, his re- 
demption Jesus Christ, and his final 
destiny. (2) Civil society, based the 
consent the governed, exists for the 
individual, not the individual for so- 
ciety the State. (3) Freedom and 
authority come from God and are gov- 
erned His law, not the whim 
the State society. (4) All rights and 
duties have their origin and sanction ul- 
timately from God. (5) “Equality” and 
“majority rule” are interpreted 
and governed the moral 

well known that philosophies 
which ignore contradict these princi- 
ples have taken deep root our coun- 
try. place the moral law and reli- 
gion, these philosophies 
science and the experimental method 
the one and only authority and guide 
solving both individual and social prob- 
lems. This fact should emphatically

religious sense being almost extinguished 
and moral integrity and rectitude are being 
day day more miserably undermined. 
Again, said Quadragesimo Anno 
(1931) that “we are confronted more 
than once before the history the 
Church, with world that large part 
has almost fallen back into paganism.” 
What happened during what Pius 
the great “social transformations” 
our times was progressive destruc- 
tion the temporal milieu favorable 
Christian faith and virtue which the 
centuries had once created. 
Tais secularized, de-christianized social 
does great, even deadly, damage 
individual members the Mystical 
Christ. Nor can individual 
even heroic individual

Renewed Apostolate 

What done? How the social 
order reconstituted Christ? 
What role the laity play this 
social reconstruction? Boldly Pius 
and Pius XII have called for new and 
widespread social crusade, the aposto- 
late the whole Church upon the 
whole civil society, Father John 
Courtney Murray states it, 

the Church extra with the purpose 
transforming the total milieu modern 
life. Not the isolation the faithful, nor 
simply the imposition them the duty 
somehow live two separate worlds, 
but their formation and their organization, 
according the very techniques the 
milieu they must combat, for the work 
recapturing the moral direction the tem- 
poral order, reconstituting Christian so- 
cial order, re-christianizing “whole classes” 
men, and reanimating with new spirit 
the whole complex order temporal 
institutions.* 

This not say that there 
longer scope for personal, individual ac- 
tion. Addressing assembly Belgian 
Catholic students September, 1933, 
Pius reminded them the necessity 
working individuals, particular 
consciences. This the “ultimate final- 
ity” social action. Nevertheless 
present circumstances first all 
and immediately necessary transform 
groups, social agencies and organiza- 
tions, and civil society itself, and 
through Christian principles; for these 
various social institutions will not yet 
yield individual pressures. 

the context what has been said 
above, intergroup education for Catho- 
lics will guided certain principles 
(1) The primacy the 
spiritual, which meant that the 
action the Christian will apos- 
tolate, and that the inner, supernatural, 
life will the soul this apostolate. 
(2) Fidelity principles and the 
Gospel without compromise; for men 
will never throw over their idealism for 
watered-down debased doctrine. 
(3) Adapted social action, which does 
not signify accommodation compro- 
mise, much less mutilation principles 
the Church’s message, but solely 
“an integral and intelligent ‘Incarna- 
tion’ that message the actual state 
things have change.” (4) The

(6) The apostolate “like like,” 
enunciated and illustrated Pius 
his Encyclical Quadragesimo Anno, 
May 15, 1931: 

Present circumstances indicate clearly 

the course followed. Nowadays, 
more than once before the history the 
Church, are confronted with world 
which large measure has almost fallen 
back into paganism. order bring back 
Christ these whole classes men who 
have denied Him, must gather and train 
from amongst their very ranks auxiliary 
soldiers the Church, men who know 
well their mentality and their aspirations, 
and who kindly fraternal charity will 
able win their hearts. Undoubtedly the 
first and immediate apostles the work- 
ingmen must themselves workingmen. 
while the apostles the industrial and 
commercial world should themselves 
employers and merchants. 
What the Pope says here working- 
men, employers, and merchants applies 
with equal relevance 
teachers, social workers, physicians, and 
every other group our vast and com- 
plex social organization. should 
noted, however, that social action 
“like does not require that 
large groups work together the cause 
social justice. few the start are 
sufficient, and often better have 
several many smaller groups than 
one large group. What important 
that the group’s views and methods 
converge, that they act team. 


Why Group Action? 

far attempt has been made 
establish two things: that principles 
based true philosophy man, the 
state, and society are necessary ground- 
work for intergroup education, and that 
Catholics, least, have tremendous 
and challenging motive for active in- 
terest and participation group action. 
third factor the kind attitude 
one brings group activity. This fac- 
tor mediates between philosophical 
principles and group techniques; for 
unless one well disposed toward group 
social work one two consequences 
likely follow: either philosophy 
(and theology) social action will 
remain sterile intellectual isolation 
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the use group techniques will become 
merely mechanical and end failure. 
Attitudes are indicated such ques- 
tions as: Why participate group? 
Where does leadership reside 
group? Can you arrive consensus 
group? What about minority 
ion group? the minds more 
than few there satisfactory an- 
swer these questions. Their attitude 
therefore unfavorable group action. 

ful ask and answer these key ques- 
tions. (1) Why participate group? 
The answer that the pooling en- 
lightened minds usually better than 
one mind. Besides, Pius warned, 
the circumstances today’s vast de- 
christianized society the individual, even 
exercising heroic charity, can accom- 
plish very little alone. (2) Where ac- 
tually does leadership reside group? 
Answer: Everybody group must 
take personal responsibility gain 
truly enlightened knowledge which 
base judgment. This means the re- 
sponsibility get all the possible facts, 
and get the facts will necessary 
consult the resources (e.g., libraries, 
social agencies) and the resource people 
the community. The leaders will 
those who have gathered and mastered 
the facts the problem. (3) How 
you find consensus group? An- 
swer: You don’t follow the fellow who 
most vocal sticks most tenaciously 
his own opinion. consensus can 
found only when everybody the group 
gets the facts relevant the problem 
and able interpret them the light 
principles. (4) What you about 
the minority democratic group? 
The answer is, first, that one who 
has sincere convictions should ostra- 
cized considered intractable; second, 
becomes the problem the group and 
challenge draw out and give 
thought minority opinion even when 
amounts only constructive criticism. 


Group Action School 

program intergroup education 
does not demand the insertion new 
“course” the curriculum 
schools. can planned, for exam- 
ple, conjunction with 
studies curriculum. Some the goals 
that should sought such pro- 
gram, though not necessarily the 
order given here within fixed period 
time, are the following: (1) Make 
sure that young people understand and 
appreciate other races and cultures; for 
this will contribute the elimination 
the common prejudice against what

that they understand what the more 
critical social problems mean and why 
they are problems. (4) Help them 
discover observation some the 
problems their own neighborhood and 
see the contradiction between what 
they observe and what they know 
Christian principles.

(8) Give students real and dynamic 
understanding the Mystical Body 
and the life grace mainsprings 
apostolic social action. 


The Rumor Clinic

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Modern Cafeteria 


With the ever increasing emphasis 
integrated school program, the cafeteria 
coming for larger share attention. 
Much thought given its location, its 
equipment, and general the atmos- 
phere created the harmony all its 
facilities. Here Holy Family Academy 
perhaps the truest indication that the cafe- 
teria integral part the school life 
the fact that lunch periods, apart from 
the perceptible rise good fellowship that 
they encourage, cause ripple the 
surface the day’s activities. Teachers 
whose schedules include cafeteria period 
longer feel that another teaching period 
within the comparative quiet class- 
room would preferable supervising 
lunch period. 


Built-In Comfort 

The spacious room, feet long 
feet wide, may entered from the corri- 
dor, from the locker room, 
kitchen, and from the campus. provides 
ample space not only for placement and 
movement, but also for sound crea- 
tion which seems indispensable 
by-product lunch period. The acoustic 
properties likewise tend soften the im- 
pact the voices some approximately 
140 students who constitute almost 
capacity lunch period. Furthermore, chairs 
provided with silencers can moved easily 
the tiled floor with minimum noise. 

The bright cheerful cafeteria lighted 
large skylight and two double windows 
through which Newark Bay may 
glimpsed further enhanced side walls 
tiled below with soft green and painted 
above with contrasting yellow, colors that 
blend well with the rose colored wall the 
service end the room.

Supervision and Equipment 

The task supervising lunch periods, 
which there are four each day, shared 
four faculty members, but that tak- 
ing care the various phases cafeteria 
work, such directing the two women em- 
ployed prepare the food and dis- 
pense the service counter, supervising 
the cleaning, ordering and arranging the 
menu, the duty one member the 
faculty. This work involves business rela- 
tionships with many dealers. 

The smoothness with which the work 
the cafeteria accomplished can, apart 
from the human element, attributed 
large measure the excellent facilities with 
which equipped. Adjoining the cafe- 
teria the kitchen, complete with ten- 
burner gas stove, two aluminum sinks, two 
one for food and one for 
soda, food freezer and ice cream 
freezer, dishwashing machine, food table, 
dish table, and, looking into the cafeteria 
proper, the counter layout with its display 
cases and window passage for dishes. The 
plan and process equipping the kitchen 
was the work the Trenton China Pot- 
tery Store Pa. 


Good Social Behavior 
Also meriting mention the subject 
behavior the cafeteria. Leaving aside 
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the very important factor home environ- 
ment and training, the general atmosphere 
the school, the instruction, and the ex- 
ample given therein should indirectly in- 
spire patterns good social behavior. 
Some influences should have more direct 
bearing behavior, such the religion 
and the literature classes with their em- 
phasis spiritual values; home economic 
and nutrition classes that, besides teach- 
ing nutritional values, stress the impor- 
tance creating pleasant eating conditions; 
and the columns the school newspaper, 
through which students may comment edi- 
torially conditions that should en- 
couraged that need corrected. 
therefore proved quite interesting, fact 
unexpectedly gratifying, discover that 
many practices are vogue, independent 
regulation, that indicate commendable 
social behavior. For instance, there quite 
general sharing tasks—one two 
girls making the purchases and carrying 
the food from the service counter the 
tables, while the other members the 
foursome see that books and pocketbooks 
are removed and napkins placed. Inciden- 
tally, the discussion that revealed this par- 
ticular practice provided, the same time, 
the opportunity commenting the fact 
that students who try use the lunch 
period study period are not exactly 


social assets. likewise gave few the 
occasion expressing the opinion that 
the system one girl’s buying for group 
four was hindrance lone customer 
who wanted only soda. The chain 
opportunities was lengthened here, after 
considering the complaint made, intro- 
ducing the question soda versus milk, 
light the baneful effects carbonated 
drinks and the need milk, the almost 
perfect food. 

return table customs, one table 
the girls thought that the atmosphere 
would improved having tablecloth. 
Accordingly, they provide and take care 
one, storing one their lockers when 
not use. Again, the practice 
sharing special treats quite common 
especially birthdays, when girls 
different nationalities bring some delicacy 
from their culinary lore, even when 
someone “forgets her lunch.” social in- 
dulgence frequently enjoyed known 
“table-hopping,” when the girls table 
will agree not too voluble while they 
are eating that, finishing sooner, they 
may visit their friends other tables and 
exchange pleasantries with them. some 
tables, there vacant chair, the girls 
will notice there any girl eating alone 
and will invite her share their table. 
Unfortunately, this not always the case 
and girls complain that others are too 
exclusive. However, the fact that such 
situation recognized and brought out into 
the open class discussion encourages 
the hope that the problem will attacked 
and solved the cafeteria. 


Appreciative Students 

Students frequently comment 
thoughtfulness displayed anyone spills 
something, carrying extra heavy 
tray, has other difficulty. Here, well 
helping the cafeteria assistants 
washing the dishes and doing other chores, 
assistance not wanting. Perhaps com- 
ment from sophmore may convey sense 
the atmosphere that for the most part 
seems prevail our cafeteria: 

Lunch usually very pleasant our table. 
This due mainly the congenial attitude 
classmates. They are courteous, and yet 
there are other qualities which tend make 
them seem more like friends than mere lunch 
acquaintances. long have been eating 
with them have never been embarrassed 
sudden outburst which would bring repri- 
mand from the Sister charge. 
companions are fun with, yet they 
intelligent enough obey the rules. 

One the paradoxes the first year 
the new school the fact that one 
rather frequently hears nostalgic longings 
for the bygone days the old 
where there was much fun being 
crowded and uncomfortable the tiny 
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cafeteria, and yet there seems 
irrepressible joy taking advantage 
all the new cafeteria offers. Not only are 
all the additions the daily menu appre- 
ciated, but there are constant suggestions 
for adding others, one the latest being 
request for corned beef and cabbage. The 
latest novelty jello cents portion. 
The first day’s venture was successful 
that may assumed that jello here 
stay. 


Full Use Facilities 

All, however, has not even been said 
about the cafeteria when the variegated 
green tiled floor swept and the chairs set 
neatly place after each day’s lunch ses- 
sions. the less-than-a-year that has 
been use, the cafeteria has been the 
scene many social, festive, and business 
activities. was graced with the presence 
our respected and beloved Archbishop 
Boland who, after presiding the dedica- 
tion ceremonies the new academy 
May 1954, attended the luncheon served 
here that occasion.

Recognize One Class- 
room Problem, know this problem will dis- 
rupt your classrooms, result bad teach- 
ings, spoil your own personality. the 
very first days school solve the prob- 
lem. How? Keep the upper hand always. 
Never stoop argue with child. Keep 
the children guessing about you and your 
procedure. Ignore children’s excuses. Ex- 
pect work done correctly. Expect the 
class quiet. Keep ahead the 
problem. 

specific: Example you pass 
the desk Mary say her alone and 
quiet voice: “Your writing (work, arith- 
metic, etc.) poor. Let’s have better 
tomorrow.” That’s enough. Too much talk- 
ing defeats the purpose. 

Example II: When John never finishes 
work say: the unfinished work 
tomorrow.” not listen excuses. 
will have many ready. Walk away, writing 
his name notebook implying you are 
very busy but you forget. 

Never treat slow child whose work 
not finished this manner. prob- 
lem another field teaching. 

Example III: When Mary plays you 
teach, step her desk, keep teaching, re- 
move the toy ignoring the child, and when 
John grins, attempts draw attention 


other children, ask him question the 
subject you are teaching that you know 
can’t answer. amazed doesn’t know 
the answer but never imply your voice 
manner was the toy incident that 
caused his failure. Imply amazement 
not words that you thought would know 
the answer. (Be careful sarcasm. per- 
sonally believe any form sarcasm the 
weapon coward.) You will find the 
child bit confused and not sure where 
stands your rating. wise never let 
him know. 


Watch Your Step 

not keep using the same devices 
over and over. Children are very alert. 
Keep ahead them. Start each day new. 
All the troubles yesterday not exist. 
The Marys and the Johns present prob- 
lem but the occasion arises, and al- 
ways does, keep ahead the child. Speak 
and act quietly. you yell the class will 
become noisy. colloquial—if you 
are flip and wisecracking will the chil- 
dren and matter how modern pro- 
gressive our parents may wish appear, 
they resent their children being flip and 
wisecracking. You are adult, remain 
adult, bit remote. You must teach what 
you are required teach any situation 
you find yourself. That’s your problem 
you agree teach, it’s your responsibility. 

The children should like you, like school, 
and they will and do, if: you are firm but 
kind; noted for fair play; have quiet man- 
ners; keep routine (children not like 
constant, upsetting changes); teach each 
day the children really know the work, 
that they leave school each day satisfied 
they know the day’s work, happy that they 
have learned.

RESPONSIBILITIES SCHOOL 
BEGINS 


The schools are open again! Summer 
passing and autumn with its golden 
hues hardly period “melancholy 
days, the saddest,” the poet says, “of 
the year.” 

For many parents great relief 
have children safely school. Even 
for many children and even college stu- 
dents was eagerly awaited late 
August. For most teachers not 
return the “grind,” but new oppor- 
tunity for service young people. Ad- 
ministrators will normally have spent 
weeks preparation for the opening 
day. 

the background Catholic edu- 
cation there stands one with heavy re- 
sponsibility for the care souls 
the Bishop, the teacher the diocese.

Are Catholic children being taught 
classes large that any effective 
teaching impossible? 

Are the religious and lay teachers 
equal the great responsibilities put 
them each classroom the diocese? 

Are the children injured the 
attitudes their teachers, their 
sessions and complexes, 
pacity control teach? 

Are the textbooks selected because 
they are the best for this diocese, be- 
cause they are cheap, because the 
author the book salesman 
those making the selection? 

Are textbooks selected the pe- 
culiar process votes religious com- 
munities according the number 
teachers the diocese, the more 
rational method carefully worked out 
scales, interpreted informed profes- 
sional opinions. 

Are the factors mental hygiene 
kept constantly mind every aspect 
the school life? 

supervision informed, construc- 
tive, and co-operative? 

Are tests and measurements sub- 
ordinated individual educational 
guidance? 

10. the educative process, far 
the individual results are concerned, 
lost series community welfare 
projects? 

11. propaganda material for 
world government, the welfare state, 
and the various “special day” programs 
scrutinized terms the needs and 
ends Catholic education? 

12. Does the teaching religion 
have good textbooks, trained teachers 
for this purpose, and careful preparation 
lessons least other subjects?

Personal Needs Developmental 
Tasks 


Human development very narrowly 
conceived merely academic terms; 
must conceived under broader as- 
pects which are called term 
this connection developed out the 
study adolescence the 1930’s. 
was especially contrasted with the 
much-used abused term “needs.” 
controversy arose when the Progressive 
Education Association’s Commission 
Secondary School Curriculum, 1937, 
declared the purpose education be: 
“to meet the needs individuals 
such ways promote the fullest 
possible realization personal poten- 
tialities and the most effective partici- 
pation democratic society.” The 
emphasis “needs” was challenged 
being too child-centered, too much like 
making the whim the child the edu- 
cational criterion. The search for 
different approach the field adoles- 
cence substituted the concept “de- 
velopmental task” for that 


Developmental Tasks All 
Periods Life 

While the developmental task con- 
cept emerged the discussion the 
education adolescents, not con- 
fined that age period but ap- 
plicable all periods human life, 
and especially significant early and 
middle childhood. Havighurst keeps his 
discussion the psychological level, 
and descriptions tasks are largely 
objective; the philosopher education 
may raise many questions regarding the 
descriptions the tasks, but the gen- 

eral conception will prove fruitful. 


Definition Developmental Tasks 


Havighurst’s definition the 
velopmental is:

These tasks arise the life the indi- 
vidual from such factors biological 
maturation, cultural pressures other 
social pressures the individual, and 
his developing sense values and 
philosophy life. 


The Old Instinct Theory and 
Developmental Tasks 


There strange echo this con- 
cept the older concept instincts, 
regarding their development, their tim- 
ing, and the moment the educator must 
step in. The young teacher was told that 
the teacher must strike when the “iron 
was hot.” was reiterated that, the 
period passed when instinct 
emerged, the child’s education would 
hindered that fact.

Yet this teacher aid not substitute 
for hard labor.

will merely direct the best ends. 
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Hours preparation usual. Only 
there more profit and less liability. What 
important adheres the mind and what 
negligible readily discarded. The out- 
line technique becomes joyous habit. 
simplifies data, reduces bulk, and clarifies 
issues. The habit vivid, lucid illustra- 
tions makes miasmic abstractions arrow- 
clear. Study becomes gentle indirect 
lighting tired eyes. 

Formal education still remains very for- 
mal. This teacher aid not guaranteed 
change the teaching fractions, nouns 
Newton’s law. The alphabet will still have 
its propensity for making vowels and diph- 
thongs spell behavior problems. But the 
Holy Spirit who knows the hearts men 
also knows the vulnerable spot Johnny. 
For instance, Johnny’s refusal work with 
zeros the arithmetic class because you 
told him they were worth nothing, 
solved illustrating the blackboard 
what difference would make Johnny 
received .05 instead for his birthday. 
Johnny decides will work with zeros. 
They make difference.

Educational psychology books tell 
that the “transfer training” 
achieved the use “common identical 
items.” But the books not tell what 
the items are.

What are the “common identical items” 
under such circumstances?

Later, teen-ager this class confided: 
“Tt was the sentence “The substance the 
one does not equal the substance the 
other’ that helped see through and 
through, but your examples made un- 
derstand why that sentence was true.” In- 
deed, the secondary level, the Holy 
Spirit can act the perfect guide inte- 
gration and the best teachable moment be- 
comes chain reaction for time and 
eternity. 


Grow Humility 


tragic let the best teachable mo- 
ment pass, not because may fail 
charm the principal, pastor, superintendent, 


state examiner, but simply because 
have failed use the latest, best, and 
wisest teaching aid waiting Hand holds 
out for humanity’s sake.

help and guide youth toward 
daily living the Christian social prin- 
ciples the function the teacher the 
Catholic school.

obviate these problems individual 
guidance—the problem 
time, and the problem lack privacy 
have resorted technique which 
very popular with fifth-grade pupils, 
and very helpful me.

Frequently, first glance, the wording 
the note does not say much. little 
thoughtful study the message, the 
pupil who wrote it, against the total back- 
ground his recent conduct and achieve- 


ment, may prove enlightening. Notes writ- 
ten children may disclose their true 
selves more faithfully than overt class- 
room behavior which, this age, always 
conditioned, and often pressured, peer- 
opinion. Sometimes these notes voice 
thoughts which the child may too shy, 
too diffident, too guilt-conscious ex- 
press orally. The hopes, the fears, the 
aspirations the child, although but 
vaguely and ineptly expressed, can uncover 
the discerning teacher the secret needs 
and psychological hungers which keynote 
the pupil’s performance. 


Help Pupil and Teacher 


Exchanging notes with pupils may seem, 
first thought, time-consuming chore. 
find half hour sufficient devote 
the day’s task. Far from adding drudgery 
evening work, the handling the 
incoming mail refreshes me. regard 
the notes that prepare for the next day, 
always have the satisfaction knowing 
that messages the children have been 
well considered. This mailbox technique 
also gives the opportunity balance 
accounts for the day: note her 
mailbox tomorrow morning will reassure 
that retiring child whom inadvertently 
failed recognize particularly today. And 
that reprimand which Jimmy well de- 
served (and which was really difficult for 


‘me hold over for the evening) will have 


much less myself and more 
Christ. 

Obviously there are additional psycholog- 
ical aspects favoring this particular guid- 
ance technique. Not least among these 
the fact that the timing the contact 
tends favorable; for the child him- 
self chooses the time. Also, chooses the 
contact freely; consequently, ready 
“to listen.” The objectivity corrective 
notes lessens emotionality and resistance 
part the pupil; also, tempers have 
had time cool. Occassionally the post 
office may serve legitimate clearing- 
house for the pent-up feelings child. 

Guidance this method easily swerves 
the positive side, encouraging what 
good and desirable. The common courtesies 
life are more easily exchanged; they 
are less frequently omitted, especially ex- 
Apologies are more readily made and more 
graciously accepted. the busiest day, 
there time, under our system, 
polite. increased interest the better- 
ment the individual and the class 
whole, rates one the outstanding 
results our individual guidance program, 
implemented through the 
Post Office.” 
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Guidance and the 
Human Personality

principles nondirective counseling 
supported Catholic teaching the 
human personality? 

Behind the mechanization our age

‘ude scientific discovery beacon 
light and efficiency byword, tends 
give the group first consideration and 
recognize the individual only cog 
the machinery living. This concept 
the mass idea mankind the 
individual with the loss personal integ- 
rity and individual identity. Not only may 
Johnny Jones become No. 12835 the 
state reformatory; may become No. 
3462 registration records the school, 
12389 the payroll. 

humanity the lump. The mass 
ideology which produces Fords the as- 
sembly line also produced Nazis the 
Maginot line likewise, the Ameri- 
can system education. Into one and 
the same philosophical category fall scien- 
tific production, standardized parts, indus- 
trialization, mass ideology, mob psychology, 
and group learning and testing. 

Like industry, schools are geared the 
assembly line—and the student who 
deviates from the norm must racked 
lopped off fit the Procrustean bed 
American education. Strenuous efforts 
have been made educators break 
the bed. Dewey and his followers have 
laid their vigorously, but because 
certain fallacies their method they 
have achieved remarkable success. 


People Are Individuals 

The individual lost sight the 
social ideology the common 
The focus, educationally, the 
group. Everyone must given “equal 
opportunity.” fact, the very methods 
introduced individualize processes 
education soon become organized and sys- 
tematized the point where .one speaks 
with equanimity “group” guidance. En- 
vironmental pressures individual devel- 
opment are heavily stressed. Materialistic 
philosophers teach that compulsions the 
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group and the environment overrule the 
individual will. Such ideas are contrary 
the Christian teaching the human per- 
sonality. his Christmas Message, 1944, 
Pope Pius XII differentiated between the 
people individuals which the Chris- 
tian philosophy, and the people 
mass which the ultimate concept reached 
materialistic philosophy. said 
part: 

The people and the masses are two 
distinct concepts. The people lives and moves 
its own life energy; the masses are inert 
themselves and can moved only from 
the outside. The people lives the fullness 
life the men that compose it, each 
person conscious his own 
responsibility and his own views. 

The individual here depicted re- 
sponsible agent with individual conscious- 
ness his own personal integrity. 
does not exist mere physical being, nor 
forces nature and environment. 
person who knows and wills, whose flesh 
and blood there exists soul which the 
root the personality. Maritain notes 
Education the Crossroads: “The no- 
tion personality thus involves that 
wholeness and independence.” 


Christian View 

According Christian philosophy man 
creature who, though scarred the 
remains Adam’s sin and marred sins 
his own doing, called divine 
life not one group, but personally 
and individually. Man has within himself 
the ability attain this end and the 
moral responsibility for doing.

But, self-evident, the philosophy 
the masses, which has prevailed for decades 
our educational setup and still prac- 
ticed the average school system, ignores 
the rights and privileges the individual. 
Even the field guidance where one 
would expect individual treatment, schools 
have only too often set arbitrary 
situation—a machine” 
which all students must fit they are 
expect help. counseling has taken the 
form vocational guidance, educa- 
tional guidance, moral guidance, rather 
than consideration and integration 
all elements which affect 
personality. 

for these reasons that Bishop 
Michael Ready, the preface Rev. 
Chas. Curran’s Personality Factors 
Counseling says: 


turning the study personality, un- 
covering factors which reaffirm concepts 
the need for personal freedom and respon- 
there are mighty forces within him (man) 
which himself can direct and control. 


Nondirective Counseling 

Nondirective counseling, guidance 
technique publicized during recent years 
Carl Rogers, has its basis the recog- 
nition individual differences and respect 
for the human personality. From the Child 
Center Catholic University, Washington, 
C., came this statement: “The first 
therapeutic principle that the child 
responsible agent, nature capable 
handling himself harmony with his nat- 
ural environment.” 

Rogers himself points out Counseling 
and Psychotherapy that the nondirective 
approach aims directly toward the 
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greater independence and integration the 
individual the individual and not the 
problem the focus. The aim not 
solve the problem (offhand), but assist 
the individual grow, that can 
cope with this problem, and with later 
problems, better integrated fashion.” 

Frederick Allen further 
point when writes that nondirective 
counseling “has its roots deep con- 
cept individual responsibility. Its recur- 
rent theme that individuals can 
helped help themselves.” need, 
adds, writing Psychotherapy with 
Children, “to emphasize the strengths 
human nature and its capacity for self- 
responsibility.” 

One the most significant aspects 
the development nondirective guidance, 
pointed out Father Curran, its 
evaluation and emphasis 
powers within each individual person for 
solving his own The technique 
is, course, not new. There have always 
been advisers and counselors who encour- 
aged those seeking help think through 
their own problems and evolve, when pos- 
sible, their own solutions; who did not 
feel that they alone knew all the answers 
and that having problem certainly indi- 
cated that one could not have the answer 
also. 

Rev. Daniel Lord, 
lished Some Notes the Guidance 


Youth back 1938, neither the name 
nor the technique nondirective guid- 
ance had been publicized. But Father Lord 
noted that one the tests young people 
apply when seeking guide is, “Is 
willing listen?” insisted that inter- 
ruptions are usually mistake; advised 
that young people should led give 
their own answers and solve their own 
problems when possible; and warned that 
reverence and respect for the individual 
personality are never more important than 
dealings with young people who come 
for guidance. 

Theoretically then, would that 
the philosophy 
guidance squares very well with Catholic 
teaching the human personality. also 
seems square with actual practice 
least two Catholic counselors note, 
Rev. Daniel Lord, S.J., and Rev. 
Charles Curran. 

There can reasonable doubt that 
the hands amoral immoral 
counselor any guidance technique could 
wreak great damage the client. does 
seem, however, that, other things being 
equal, counselors Catholic system need 
not hesitate adopt the nondirective 
technique which consistent with Chris- 
tian philosophy and which effectively aids 
the client discovering for himself the 
nature his problems and working them 
out for himself.

New World Found 


This dramatization was used 
history review Unit the fifth-grade 
children Immaculate Conception School, 
Washington, Pa. The “stage” the front 
the classroom.

The ships walk 
and down the aisles until they reach “land” 
pausing now and then “looking for 
land.”

ever, constant use unskilled hands 
causes them become maladjusted that 
impossible produce satisfactory 
work. Keeping the typewriters first class 
condition the responsibility the typing 
instructor. 

Good performance the prime requisite 
any typewriter. machine functions 
properly seems foolish dispose it. 
Whenever typewriter constantly 
the “blink,” more the hands the re- 
pairman than actual classroom use, 
imperative replace new machine. 
The students may about working 
old model machines, but they must 
made understand that not every office 
they enter will equipped with type- 
writers with the look,” with hues 
that blend with the color scheme the 
room. They will find many offices with out- 
dated typewriters that are giving excellent 
performances. 


Purchase Equipment 

The final decision for the purchase 
new equipment should the hands 
the principal the school. The typing in- 
structor should act consultant, point out 
which machines are longer giving satis- 
factory service, and offer tips and sugges- 
tions the latest typewriters. The in- 
structor best qualified give this 
information; the principal position 
know whether not the financial status 
will permit purchasing new equipment. 

reliable repairman essential keep- 
ing typewriters good working condition. 
possible, the same one should called 
every time the machines need servicing. 
wise teacher will remain with the repair- 
man while making adjustments re- 
placing broken parts. Many helpful hints 
garnered watching another apply 
his trade. 


How Keep Typewriters Good 
Condition 


Special instruction typewriting repair 
would valuable asset for every typing 
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teacher. Very few, any, have been for- 
tunate enough have had this specialized 
training. However, every teacher possesses 
enough mechanical ability make simple 
adjustments keep typewriters working 
condition most the time. Interweaving 
remarks and counsels the proper care 
the typewriter while teaching typing tech- 
niques will keep repairmen calls 
minimum. 

Proper care the typewriter should be- 
gin with the first lesson, and continue 
throughout the various stages learning. 
Brief suggestions for keeping the machine 
working order should given the 
class during the rest periods; more personal 
instruction while the teacher giving in- 
dividual attention student. 

Usually the novelty the typewriter 
wears off after few weeks. Then the stu- 
dent, instead patiently endeavoring 
develop proper stroking techniques, begins 
pound and poke the keys. Whenever 
student adopts such procedure, the alert 
teacher will spend few minutes indi- 
vidual work with him, showing that the 
proper functioning the machine depends 
the operator. Often this personal atten- 
tion works wonders overcoming this 
difficulty. 


Extra Typewriters 


Several extra machines should re- 
serve. Should any student have trouble 
with his machine, one good working 
order can substituted immediately, 
that valuable time will not taken from 
the instruction. While this interchange 
taking place, the teacher should note the 
machine number his pad, with brief 
memo about the repairs needed. After 
school the teacher can make the minor re- 
pairs, this not possible put the type-

writer aside until the repairman can service 
it. 

good policy have each type- 
writer marked with large white numeral 
stenciled the side the machine with 
library numbering tape. Serious damage 
and costly repair bills can prevented 
the students report any machine trouble 
soon develops. These large numerals 
the machine expedite keeping log 
necessary repairs. 


Skipping and Jamming 

nothing unusual for students 
complain that their machine skips. most 
cases, the skipping caused faulty 
mechanism, but the result jerky, un- 
even typing, lingering too long the keys, 
uneven touch. perhaps, the thumb 
not striking the space bar squarely. 
Should the spacing mechanism defec- 
tive, should corrected the repair- 
man. 

Jamming piling the keys the re- 
sult faulty technique, very discour- 
aging factor for beginners typing. 
demonstration showing the cause jam- 
ming will spur the student make 


-heroic efforts improve his techniques. 


Rhythm drills, accompanied music, 
the solution this problem. (The Gregg 
Publishing Co. has new series six, 
10-inch, 78-r.p.m. records for $12. All the 
selections are classical numbers, with dis- 
tinct superimposed metronome beat. They 
range from words minute.) 

the student taught separate the 
type bars gently whenever they jam, 
damage done the typewriter. Not 
every student will take this admonition 
seriously, but they will try force the 
keys apart, try lift the keys the 
keyboard which results slightly bent 
keys. 

keys. Sometimes “pinging the keys” will 
the trick. rather easy too. Depress 
the key halfway. With the aid the index 
finger pull the key the opposite direction 
that which bent. pinging sound 
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heard when the key released. One op- 
eration may solve the difficulty. not, re- 
peat the action several times. the key 
continues stick the guide, have the 
repairman correct it. 


Changing Ribbon 

Early the year, every student should 
taught change the ribbon the type- 
writer. Unless the teacher his toes, 
ribbon troubles will follow. After each re- 
placement, the machine should checked 
see that the ribbon moving off the 
spool the right direction and correctly 
threaded through the ribbon mechanism 
the printing point. Should the eyelet 
mising from the ribbon, knot tied about 
inches from each end will serve the same 
purpose and keep the ribbon reverse 
operation. 

Nothing more exasperating than 
have the automatic ribbon reverse broken. 
Even though the serviceman needed for 
this repair, the student can continue use 
his machine, reversing the ribbon with 
the reverse knob lever. “chewed-up” 
ribbon indicates hard platen. The type 
faces are apt damaged unless the 
hard platen replaced. 


Erasing 


the proper method erasing taught 
moving the carriage either the right 
left before erasing (students need 
reminded this constantly) —the slots 
where the type arms connect the ma- 
chine will not clog with dirt and erasure 
particles and cause the typewriter keys 
stick. Should this occur, the dirt can 
dug out with small flat piece steel. 


Replacing Broken Carriage Band 


Carriage tension controls the spacing 
between the letters. the letters run to- 
gether, there not enough tension; the 
spacing slightly large, the tension too 
great. increase the tension Royal 
typewriter, turn the large setscrew the 
back the carriage band wheel 
counterclockwise direction; 
tension, turn the setscrew clockwise 
direction. Underwood, use the op- 
posite motion adjust the carriage ten- 
sion. 

The carriage band the source power 
for the typewriter. located under the 
carriage and winds the wheel the left 
side the typewriter. When the band be- 
comes loose breaks, the carriage power 
cut off. Students become embarrassed 
when the carriage stops functioning be- 
cause broken band. They envision 
serious machine trouble and heave sigh 
‘relief when assured that the machine 
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decrease.

then hook the carriage band the wheel 
with the smooth side up, and pull the band 
from the left the right side the ma- 
chine where anchored the flat 
projection the bottom the right side 
the frame the carriage. improvised 
tool, modeled the old-fashioned shoe 
buttoner, can made from foot more 
stiff wire facilitate pulling the carriage 
band from the one side the other. After- 
ward will necessary adjust the 
tension the band using the setscrew 
directly behind the carriage band wheel. 


Throwing the Carriage 

Throwing the carriage with the same 
force one the most difficult techniques 
for student acquire. Inconsistency 
returning the carriage usually results 
uneven left-hand margin. Teeth are broken 
from the margin rack too much force 
exerted. 

Vibrations the machine may cause the 
small horizontal setscrew, located back 
the paper table the Royal magic margin, 
work loose. Turning the setscrew the 
right will restore even left-hand margin. 
Underwood, this adjustment screw 
found the right side under the frame 
that mounts the pointer indicator for the 
paper scale. can located pulling 
the carriage the extreme right. Having 
the serviceman install new rack the 
only solution for broken teeth the rack. 


Cleaning the Typewriter 
daily cleaning the typewriter 


recommended, well covering the ma- 
chine and arranging the desk neatly before 
leaving the room. This should insisted 
even though another typing period fol- 
lows immediately. 

clean the machine, often neces- 
sary remove the platen the type- 
writer. the older style Royal, the 
cylinder knobs can removed loosen- 
ing the two setscrews just inside the knobs. 
Then the cylinder shaft can 
from the right side the machine 
loosening the two platen setscrews. 
the shaft has been withdrawn, the platen 
can grasped the center and lifted free 
from the machine. 

much easier remove the platen 
from the new Royal typewriter. There 
small chromium knob mounted over the 
slide cover over the right the platen. 
this chromium knob pulled forward, and 
simultaneously, the right cylinder knob 
lifted and the right, the platen will 
slip out. 

the new Underwood typewriter, the 
two flat box-shaped covers over the ends 
the platen are lifted and pushed 
back, small chromium lever will found 
each end, front the platen. Push 
these levers back. Grasp the platen 
both cylinder knobs and lift straight up. 

The same technique can applied for 
the removal the platen from the Rem- 
ington that used the Smith. 
The entire platen assembly can lifted 
out the carriage releasing the right 
and left platen locks. 

During the summer vacation all the type- 
writers should cleaned thoroughly, 
and adjusted the repairman, that 
every machine will first-class condi- 
tion for the opening school. 

Typewriters can kept excellent 
working condition throughout the year, 
the students are educated take proper 
care their machines, and the teacher 
performs all minor repairs. However. 
there will times, when the repairman 
must replace broken parts 
and adjust the more complicated parts 
the machine.

Laboratory Approach 


Geometry 


This article offers reportorial account 
the results obtained mathematics 
teacher attempt provide the class 
with additional educational stimulus 
conducting laboratory period con- 
junction with the usual class period set 
aside the curriculum for geometry. 

The students participated week 
laboratory work, during which time they 
created objects demonstrating mathemati- 
cal principles, including plates geometric 
designs color, samples curve stitching 
which were based upon the circles, manipu- 
lative boards, and mobiles. 


Geometrical Drawing 

preparation for this work, basic con- 
structions were introduced all chapters 
from the very beginning, that the stu- 
dents were able construct diagrams early 
the course, and gain skill the use 
the compass. Later these constructions 
were reviewed and expanded when the stu- 
dents completed the course pertaining 
construction and locus. order that the 
students might have clearer concept 
the laboratory approach, visual aids were 
introduced, for example, film strips por- 
traying “Geometry Art” and “Locus.” 
Geometric designs employed commercial 
art were secured from magazines and 
brought class additional proof 
what can accomplished the fields 
modern design with empirical and 
scientific knowledge geometry. 

One the high lights this educational 
venture which aroused the greatest amount 
interest was the mobile, designed and 
constructed offer concrete example 
the way which geometry utilized 
many phases endeavor, such interior 
decoration and the manufacture modern- 
istic toys. The basic goal attained 
constructing mobile was arrive 
figure which possessed perfect balance and 
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graceful movement. This experiment also 
imaginative powers developing the 
student’s manipulative skill and stimulat- 
ing her interest accomplishing these geo- 
metric space designs. 

The modern mobile was created pro- 
duce movements, assuming ever changing 
patterns they swing the slightest 
touch movement air. balanced, 
designed, and shaped according one’s 
own interest and creative desires produce 
decoration. 


Teaching Aid 


The manipulative board, equipped with 
pegs and elastic for rapid movement, 
proved powerful stimulus for learn- 
ing, which aided the student discover- 
ing from experimentation the relationships 
geometric patterns one another. The 
students curiosity 
when board was made demonstrate 
the most important geometric principles 
and propositions unit. This was illus- 
trated the device which exemplified 
regular polygons three, four, five, six. 
and eight sides all constructed the same 
base and quickly manipulated elastic 
placed the proper pegs for the desired 
polygon. Another unit completed this 
effective method was the circle and the 
lines and angles associated with it. 

All teachers are faced with the challeng- 
ing problem maintaining vital and 
steady plane interest the classroom. 
This seems particularly difficult for var- 
ious teachers mathematics. This attempt 
geometry evoked such 
from the students that exhibit display- 
ing examples work achieved was erected 
the corridor and classroom the 
school. 

addition this singular 
there are many other devices which 
alert teacher may employ; activities and 
techniques which assist maintaining stu- 
dent interest and enriching the everyday 
learning experiences the classroom.

He, with other 
students were reclining cloistered gar- 
den and each lad turn recounted with 
pride the virtues his “Lady Fair.” 
Thomas was last and, rearing 
stature tall, spoke thus: 

may boast your full, gallants, 

your sweethearts, one and all, 
she dame she duchess, 
Aye, princess the line, 
Not sweetheart the realm 
Can compare with mine, with mine! 
Oh, her face like flower 
its rarest, tenderest bloom, 
Her hair golden splendor, 
And her breath rich perfume, 
And rays melting glory 
From her eyes, like moonlight, flow 
For oh! she loves me, colleagues, 
With love that passes show.” 
stopped abruptly and hastened down 
Lady and kneeling asked her forgive his 
fond trope while consecrated himself 
anew her knight. Need ask what 
was the motive power whence issued his 
noble life priest and bishop and saint 
and martyr? 

The spirit Christ waxed and waned 
throughout the centuries until 
Medieval Ages find its true reflection 
well established and widely spread 
institution whose distinctive characteristics 
were loyalty and unselfishness, reverence 
for woman, and protection for the weak. 
Minds the day felt the necessity giv- 
ing their ill-regulated passions ideal 
hence Chivalry. stood for all that was 
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noble, pure, and good; was enthu- 
siasm for the beautiful. its military 
character suffice say that “Chivalry 
was the Christian form the military 
profession: the knight was the Christian 
soldier.” The Church, nay the world, was 
proud her knights. 


Preparation for Knighthood 

Preparation for knighthood was serious 
and long. really began infancy. Until 
reached the age the child was 
usually confided the care women. 
was strictly treated his nurses who 
never left him and who bestowed upon him 
none that coddling attention one 
might connect with the upbringing the 
nobles. The entire child life consisted 
two phases. the house there were back- 
gammon, dice, and chess; the open air, 
exercise horseback. Friendship between 
the horse and the lad was cemented 
very early age. 

seven, the education the knight- 
elect commenced. Usually was sent 
the court some noble where training 
religion, courtesy, and self-control was ob- 
tained. Later, reading and Latin found 
their place his curriculum and, addi- 
tion the physical training, much time 
was spent discussions military mat- 
ters, literature, and law. After serving 
page for seven eight years, the youth 
became esquire and could then accom- 
pany his lord, fight his side, protect 
him danger, and carry him from the 
field wounded. 

The immediate preparation for entry 
into Chivalry was proportionate the 
solemn nature the ceremony itself. This 
was due its close alliance with the 
Church. The Church during the Middle 
Ages has rightly been compared the sun 
which illumines everything and from which 
living thing can definitely withdraw 
self. this time she recalled those grand 
and solemn vigils which had been held 
all early Christiafi churches during the 
bright nights Easter and Pentecost, and 
which terminated dawn with the baptism 
catechumens garbed white robes. 


These beautiful customs and symbols she 
incorporated inte the preparation, thus 
raising knighthood very near the level 
Sacrament. fact, was frequently 
spoken the eighth Sacrament. 
accentuate the dignity and sacred char- 
acter the step, some Church festival, 
generally Easter Pentecost, 
lected the day which the aspirant 
was admitted the ranks. Around 
him was created the atmosphere monas- 
knight was looked upon 
little less than monk. For one week 
previous the appointed day, the candi- 
date observed strict fast. the eve 
the feast, the earnest young man passed 
the entire night prayer some church 
monastery, eagerly awaiting dawn which 
was bring his “second baptism.” Many 
undertook this vigil the name the 
Blessed Virgin. Nor did the aspirant leave 
the convent until had heard Mass, re- 
ceived Holy Communion, and remained for 
the recitation Matins. The young baron 
then returned the castle where bath 
had been prepared for him and from 
which came forth invigorated and im- 
bued with the idea that, “As the infant 
emerges without sin from the font after 
Baptism, you emerge from this bath 
spotless and without blemish.” then 
donned the white robe the primitive 
catechumen, being reminded that “Those 
who desire reach heaven should pure 
mind and body.” The youth then left 
his room, traversed the hall and came 
upon the steps. The moment appeared 
the full light the morning, general 
cry admiration ascended from the ter- 
races where his relatives and friends 
proudly viewed him. 


Knighted the Bishop 


The actual ceremony often took place 
the open air but more often church 
cathedral pontifical Mass, the 
Bishop having been requested officiate. 
Regardless the place and spectators, the 
novice, magnificently attired, conducted 
himself with becoming gravity during the 
entire service. When the unsheathed sword 
which had been laid upon the altar, was 
blessed and presented him, the young 
baron could longer contain his emotion 
but would regard long silent admira- 
tion and then lifting slowly his lips 
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kiss it, breathing 
prayer, doubt, that would never mis- 
use it. was then girt with the re- 
mainder his armor. The consecrator, 
solemn tone and 
preached little sermon which were 
embodied the principles the beauty and 
nobility knighthood. the conclusion 
this, the aspirant solemnly 
his vow help the distressed, defend 
religion and women, keep his character 
unstained. The scene generally terminated 
the buffet colee—not the rough 
type early days but the gentle pressure 
the flat the sword the consecrat- 
ing clergy who then administered the oath. 
“In the name God, St. Michael and 
St. George, dub thee knight. brave, 
bold, and loyal.” Cordially was the newly 
created knight received his relatives 
and friends. The remainder the day was 
spent entertainments elaborate 
nature during which the elated knight gave 
evidence the skill had acquired with 
sword and horse. 


Ideal Womanhood 


“My strength the strength ten 
because heart pure.” such moral 
standard did Chivalry raise society. Wo- 
manhood was uplifted high dignity 
and the individual strove attain the 
ideal. the other hand, the chevalier en- 
deavored prove worthy his trust and 
thus furnish model type manhood. 
felt reverencing ladies that did 
honor her whom all knights regarded 
with sacred Mother God. 

“Woman above all other women glorified 

Our tainted nature’s solitary boast.” 

protecting woman, protected her 
prototype, her heavenly image. Man’s ideal 
woman old story. has been 
written and sung every language. The 
greater the poet, the more beautiful this 
ideal. Shakespeare wove his dream good 
women every page ever wrote. What 
would have been Dante’s works without 
his Beatrice? The lesser poets carried the 
same message. Shelly and Keats their 
more sublime moments made her more 
angel than human. Tennyson his songs 
the Princess; Blake, Wordsworth, Coler- 
idge with their mysticism; Browning and 
the two Rosettis sang this ideal. Above 
all, Patmore and Francis Thompson with 
their truly spiritual song stir our hearts 
and touch our soul. poet has ever had 
sweeter, purer dream the ideal woman 
than Francis Thompson. Again and again 
find him paying tribute the purity 
woman. sang the eternal mother 
the heart woman. Even his love 
songs struck spiritual note. 
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Rise and Fall 


Hence valor, courtesy, hospitality and 
loyalty were developed, compassion for the 
suffering was inspired, and tenderness for 
the weak was fostered and encouraged. 

The political effect the Order was 
the same time beneficial and detrimental. 
The Christian holding the Holy Land and 
the action the Order this regard en- 
kindled universal indignation and aroused 
strong enthusiasm regain the sacred 
territory. This was asset. 

The pre-eminence and prestige attained 
the knighthood engendered those exclu- 
sive and aristocratic tendencies which in- 
variably are productive strong cast 
spirit. This gave rise disorders and dis- 
content with serious results. 

Chivalry contributed new factor the 
evolution literature. The epic romance 
appeared with its “lovely passages clothed 
with beautiful flowers, the air full 
birds,” and young knight proceeding 
search the unknown through series 
adventures. Vividly depicted defiances, mag- 
nificent duels, enchanted castles, tender 
love scenes, and mysterious talismans held 
the reader fascinated. The style was at- 


tractive, and the language, polished, chas- 
tened, and perfect. 

still have the deeds chivalry im- 
mortalized the “Arthurian 
which Tennyson based his “Idyls the 
King” and his “Sir Gallahad.” Lowell also 
furnished with the type the brotherly 
love knight his “Vision Sir Launfal.” 

The “Flower Feudalism” attained 
bloom the time the Crusades during 
which period was most closely related 
the Church, the clergy urging the knights 
and blessing their efforts. After this stage 
growth the movement lost its religious 
aspect and spirit and hence decadence was 
inevitable. Reverence for woman was trans- 
planted passion; tenderness 
weak was supplanted indifference 
cruelty; disinterestedness purpose was 
crowded out selfish aims. change 
the mode warfare accelerated the decline 
but the final blow came when Cervantes 
published his Don Quixote. 
crushing ridicule this satire, knighthood 
never revived. 

Chivalry institution has ceased. 
but the world and particularly the Church 
can, thank God, still boast her true 
knights.

Stock-Taking Time 

The new school year gives each teacher, 
especially the one teaching religion, 
ideal opportunity for taking stock, both 
with herself. and her class, how she 
can better serve spiritually the pupils com- 
mitted her care.

the love Jesus Christ. This edu- 
cation the heart belongs solely our 
Lord.

Practical Project 

Class projects are good achieve re- 
sults. However, since the life each soul 
distinct the person, the class will 
need time re-create their past lives 
carefully examining their 
own conduct bringing the glorified life 
Christ’s humanity His heart, and par- 
ticularly His very soul, into their lives. 

Poetry and music recalling the love 
Christ the Eucharist will serve en- 
rich the hearts and souls those attuned 
such harmony one finds the Panis 
Angelicus the Tantum Ergo. Whichever 
way the teacher seeks reach the souls 
the children, the wish the Church 
that she aim the personal sanctification 
initiated must necessarily serve reha- 
bilitate the former dignity the individual 
and ennoble him ideals and actions 
recalling the beauty and fervor his 
First Holy Communion.

Holy Com- 
munion the shortest and surest way 
heaven.” 

Dominic Savio, recently canonized Ital- 
ian youth, who lived about hundred years 
ago, was among the first permitted 
make his First Holy Communion seven 
years. His chief practice toward sainthood 
was frequent reception Holy Commun- 
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ion. him, St. Pius said, “He the 
best model for the youth our times.” 

The examination such attractive lives, 
for the dominant note sanctity 
derived from frequent Communion, should 
have somewhat captivated the listeners. 
this time through panel discussion, personal 
reviews, even through poetry and song, the 
teacher might glean the fruits such 
reading her group initiating new 
technique catch the interest and develop 
the piety her pupils. 


Example Technique 

Everyone, both young and old, loves the 
sound the word Christmas. Early No- 
vember the commercial world invites the 
public begin window shopping for the 
loved ones’ gifts. This the ideal time 
introduce the real meaning the Ad- 
vent season’s liturgy time prepa- 
ration for the coming the Eternal Mag- 
nificence! —the Immensity Goodness! 
—who abased Himself, becoming little, 
Babe, that man might become great. 

this time, the teacher can make use 
the pupils’ latest interest bestowing 
gifts loved ones achieve her goal; 
namely, the giving heart and soul 
Christ each Holy Communion. bulle- 
tin board, attractively lettered, might carry 
the slogan, “How Full Christ Will Your 
Christmas Be?” Below this caption, two 
ciboriums with projecting 
mouths might labeled: one, Boys; the 
other, Girls. 

Upon reception his Lord Holy 
Communion each child may, wishes, 
keep record his Communings with 
Christ. This may done using white, 
circular paper mementoes, the size 
Host, and inscribing one side them 
the child’s name, and the opposite side 
the date. course frequent spiritual Com- 
munion should encouraged too, but 


record need kept. There are few, any, 
children who are unwilling see them- 
selves progress even spiritual matters. 
Within short time the one time empty 
ciboriums assume third dimension 
many youngsters prepare themselves 
the reception the Holy Eucharist even 
daily during the Advent for the attainment 
the Fullness Christ Christmas. 


Christmas Joy 

St. Luke’s Gospel read 
the story the Birth Christ. 
favorite with children because its sim- 
plicity. can used now, most profit- 
ably, for, like the shepherds old, the 
modern shepherds and shepherdesses are 
really reliving the words spoken the 
angel: 

“Do not afraid for behold bring 
you good news great joy which shall 
all the people, for there has been born 
you today the city David, Sav- 
iour, Who Christ the Lord.” 

Yes, they have gone, some daily, Beth- 
lehem, the city David and have seen, 
through the eyes faith, the Word ever 
present our altars. He, the Word, has 
become incarnate again these hearts, 
that through them, and them, might 
loved and honored. 


Changed Personalities 

Now, never before, the teacher sees 
the careless, the indifferent, and even the 
fearful among her pupils become daily 
more ardently love with the fullness 
Christ the Eucharist. 

would appear because their in- 
creased desire receive Him that has 
recharged their souls. the past weeks 
these words, taken from the Ordinary 
the Mass, have been read and sung fre-

thoughtful study the Mass prayers, 
will noted that four times during the 
celebration the Sacrifice, the desire for 
Peace has been begged from Christ. This 
prayer reminds the words Christ

The boys hunched 
their shoulders waiting for the bass thump 
Peer catapulted down the mountain side. 


Changing the Music 
After the children had talked about the 

grotesque story the 
mother, following suggested procedure, 
quietly changed the Grieg one 
Brahms his swaying rocking lullaby sung 
restful contralto voice. There some-

course, the second time the children 
heard this lullaby record, they sang it.

When 
the program got under way and had be- 
come part the evening’s routine, the 
demand for new stories came again and 
again. sent the numbers several records 
and wrote out the story, sometimes quiet 
narrative form, again highly dramatic 
dialog.

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Selecting and Directing Light 
with Glass Blocks 


The invention the incandescent lamp 
some years ago started people thinking 
about the improved lighting rooms. 
Originally, was considered that the more 
light the task subject the better the 
seeing conditions. This thinking led 
larger lamps for artificial light and then 
larger windows bring more natural 
daylight. recent years emphasis light- 
ing has changed from how much light 
need how well can see. Authori- 
ties agree that, while quantity important, 
good conditions are more dependent 
upon quality lighting. 


Adequate and Even Illumination 

Quality lighting defined light eveniy 
distributed throughout room with glare 
eliminated and contrasts between bright 
and dark surfaces reduced minimum. 
Elimination glare and high contrast 
particularly important. Although the hu- 
man eye can adjust itself wide illumi- 
nation variations when light evenly dis- 
tributed, cannot tolerate glare 
extreme contrasts. 

For example, night headlights 
approaching car create such sharp con- 
trasts that seeing becomes almost impossi- 
ble. the other hand, one can drive 
against these same headlights the day-

time without experiencing any discomfort. 
Every day millions school children 
thousands poorly lighted classrooms are 
experiencing seeing difficulties similar 
those produced headlights. 

Authorities agree that, daylight 
used the basic medium for illumi- 
nating classroom, some method day- 
light control must provided. Although 
numerous methods are now employed 
school buildings, the most common one 
still the adjustable shade. Studies reveal 
that although pulling down shades prevents 
direct sunlight from entering the room, and 
protects the child nearest the outside wall 
from excessive sky brightness, reduces 
available daylight, making artificial lighting 
necessary sunny days. Adjustment 
shades for constantly varying conditions 
also time-consuming and distracting 
the teacher. 

The difficulties arising from adjustable 
shades prompted many school designers 
develop various fixed shading daylight 
control devices. Among the most popular 
are fixed canopies projecting from the face

Glass Blocks Direct Light 

Light-directing, and more recently, solar- 
selecting, glass blocks are now widely used 
for daylight control classrooms with 
north exposure well sun exposures and 
these eliminate the need for any auxiliary 
shading devices. 

Functional glass blocks this type 
possess prisms each their four faces 
—two inside and two outside. These 
prisms accept the daylight and change its 
beam direction, turning upward the 
ceiling which acts huge reflector, send- 
ing the transmitted daylight, diffused and 
glare-free, down onto the children’s desks. 
Because the glass block turns the major 
portion the light upward over the 
children’s heads, the brightness low when 
viewed from the seated position. Daylight 
distributed deep into the room and 
shades are never needed. 

Recommended schoolroom installation 
glass block above clear glass vision 
strip. Since the upper part the 
entire glass area which responsible for 
most the light the desk the 
farthest corner the room, shades may 
used over the clear glass vision strip 
when necessary with marked effect 
room illumination.

Five years research has convinced team 
State University Iowa scientists that breakfast- 
skippers rob themselves potential alertness and 
during the late morning hours, and that 
dieters are wrong they think missing the morning 
meal practical way lose weight. 


Fifty subjects ranging from years age 
were involved the studies which began 1949 
and were completed last year. Results the entire 
project have just been compiled and summarized. 


The scientists report that for all age groups, the 
omission breakfast placed the subjects dis- 
tinct disadvantage both physical and mental 
efficiency the late morning hours.

Sensational stories carried some secular 
newspapers the effect that the new regula- 
tions would shorten the time needed for the 
celebration Holy Mass about ten min- 
utes are shown ridiculous from ex- 
amination the text itself. The new regula- 
tions were promulated, according the 
decree, remedy the situation which “to- 
day’s priests, especially those 
the care souls, are burdened daily var- 
ious and new duties the apostolate such 
way that they can hardly attend the 
recitation the divine Office with the proper 
tranquility mind. The decree ameliorates 
the situation making the rubrics the 
Breviary (and some minor extent the 
Roman Missal) less cumbersome. 

All the changes made can carried into 
effect while the Breviaries and Missals now 
use are still being employed. 

Actually the Congregation Rites warns 
publishers liturgical books make 
novations whatsoever additions the 
Breviary and the Missal which they may 
going prepare. insists that, until some 
contrary disposition made, the new rules 
are carried out while 
books, they now stand, are still being used. 
The general tendency the new legislation 
take away many the mechanical diffi- 
culties that work distract the priest say- 
ing his breviary and detract from the 
prayerful quality his recitation the 
Divine Office. 

Furthermore, the new regulations bring the 
priest closer the liturgical ideal reciting 
the hundred and fifty psalms the psalter 
each week. They are calculated help 
the priest concentrate more effectively 
his recitation the great public liturgical 
prayer the Catholic Church. 

Thus the ultimate effect these new ordi- 
nances not make the saying Mass 
and the recitation the Divine Office any 
easier, but rather enable the priest pray 
with greater zeal and fervor. 

The most radical features the new regu- 
lations are the following: 

The abolition the rank and the rite 
the semi-double, under which almost one 
hundred the liturgical days the year 
have hitherto been classified. The so-called 
semidouble was liturgical day which 
there were, the so-called “doubles,” nine 
lessons the Hour Matins, but which 
the antiphons the psalms were not “dou- 
bled,” but rather treated they are the 
liturgical days known “simples.” 

The suppression all octaves, other 
than those Christmas, Easter, and Pente- 
cost. That will mean the disappearance 
such octaves those the Epiphany, the 
Ascension, Corpus Christi, The Sacred Heart, 
the Solemnity St. Joseph, the Immaculate 
Conception, The Assumption, and All Saints, 
mention few. the final analysis, this 
will prove quite beneficial, since the multi- 
plicity these octaves tended detract from 
the common course the annual liturgy. 

The concentration the essentials the 
Divine Office, manifested the abolition 
the prayers which have hitherto preceded the 
beginning individual hours the Breviary, 
the abolition the preces domincales, the re- 
duction the obligation for the saying the 
preces feriales the ferial offices Wednes- 
day and Friday Lent and Advent, and 
the office Ember Days other than those 
Pentecost Week. 

The new regulations are into effect 
January next year. 

The most interesting changes the rubrics 
the Mass have with commemorations. 
The commemorations are prayers, collects, 
secret prayers, and postcommunion prayers, 
said after the prayer that belongs the 
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Mass which actually being celebrated. 
present sometimes these prayers are assigned 
jor various seasons the year. Such com- 
memorations are abolished under the new 
legislation. Others, however, 
assigned Masses which would have been 
this day were not for the fact 
that they are “outranked” the Mass which 
actually being said. Henceforth there can 
never than two these commemora- 
tions any Mass. 

Altar boys and those who teach them will 
interested learn one more change 
introduced the new decree. One the 
the altar boy’s life was the necessity 
changing the Missal from the Epistle side 
the Gospel side those occasions when 
the last Gospel assigned for the Mass was 
other than that from the beginning the 
Gospel according St. John. The old rules 
were quite complicated. They have been abol- 
ished the new legislation, and henceforth 
the altar boy will have move the book for 
the third time only during the Mass Palm 
Sunday and during the Third Mass Christ- 
mas Day.
